Pacific Coast Conference Honors 
Won by Quakers Here by 
Defeating Stanford 



Feb. 16, 1945 (Newberg P. C. P.) — A 
capacity crowd of 12,000 shrieking, yell- 
ing fans saw the best Pacific college 
team In years beat Stanford university 
52-44 in the final game for the 1945 
Coast Championship. Last night, in 
their own gym the Quakers were hot, 
looping in baskets from all over the 
floor and staging a great last minute 
rally. 

Stanford started it off early in the 
first half and had an 8 point lead in 
six minutes. Then the P. C. lads got 
going. Bringing in 5 baskets from close 
In they took the lead and kept it till 
the end of the half. 

In the second half the crowd kept 
on its feet as baskets rained thick and 
fast. First Pacific and then the Indians 
took the lead. Defense was forgotten 
and a driving offense started. "Alex" 
Hull, Jr., beganr getting the range and 
lifted the ball twenty times for sixteen 
points In the second half to become high 
point man for the Quakers. Dixon,

"Why is there a tendency for college 
students to lose their religion?" was the 
discussion led by Elizabeth Aebisoher 
at the Y. W. meeting of February 6. 
Each committee Teported the results of 
discussions of the question and separate 
meetings. The following points were 
generally agreed to be reasons for loss 
of religion on the part of some students: 

(1) Not putting first things first; (2) 
not taking time off for daily devotions; 

(3) professing but not living religion; 

(4) neglecting to do church work; (5) 
failure of teachers to point out how re- 
ligion and science do not conflict; (G) 
wrong choice of companions; (7) students 
having the church habit home — substi- 
tuting something else when away; (8) 
lack of training in thinking; (9) lack of 
enough faith; (10) lack of religious 
growth; (11) teachers prejudiced against 
religion. 

Miss Carter summarized the discus- 
sion by explaining that the purpose of 
such a meeting was to get each one to 
thinking and asking, "What is my re- 
ligion and what will I do with it?" One 
cannot, she remarked, wear someone 
else's religion as a cloak without mak- 
ing it a part of oneself. She, too, ex- 
pressed the need for each girl to work 
out her own personal religion. 

"Violet Braithwaite led devotions and 
read a poem entitled ".Love." Ruth- 
anna McCracken, chairman of the dep- 
utation committee, led in prayer. 



REV. COFFIN SPEAKS TO Y. M. C. A. 

Rev. Merrill Coffin of Portland, who 
is now holding revival services at New- 
berg Friends Church, spoke to Y. M. C. 
A. Wednesday, Feb. 13, on the subject; 
"Be ye like unto men who wait for their 
lord," Luke 12:3G. 

Mr. Coffin explained that the scene 
from which this verse was taken was 
that of an Oriental wedding, and fur- 
ther clarified the statement by giving 
an account of the iwedding. 

At 5 o'clock the bridegroom and 
friends go to the home of the bride 
where the priest gives the benediction. 
The groom then takes the bride to his 
own home where he is joined by his 
friends and family. There refreshments 
ii:c sc.v-d, after which they return 
again to the bride's home where the 
priest performs the second benediction. 
The pomp and show is due to money 
which the groom has, or is able to bor- 
row. The bride and groom, with all 
their friends, relatives, bands, etc., now 
begin their triumphant march to the 
home of the groom. It is here that the 
watchman must be ready to give bride 
and groom a royal welcome. From this 
is taken the text, "Be ye like unto men, 
who wait for their lord." 

Mr. Coffin explained that today in or- 
der to be ready to meet our Lord we 
must be like those men of old. We 
must be thoughtful, fearless, sincere, 
ready men with our lights burning so 
that our Lord, who is Christ, may find 
us prepared. He went on to say, "The 
finest thing about the Gospel is that 
it takes the best that is in us" and, 
"After we have Christ as our personal 
Savior we are ready for the joy that 
has no sting or disappointments."
